Professor Ganz Represents The 
Stout Institute At 
Conference 


The American Home Economics As- 
sociation held its annual meeting in 
Denver, Colorado, June 24 to 27 with 
Dean Margaret Justin presiding. 
There were nearly one thousand Home 
Economics teachers in attendance. 
Miss Alma Ganz of the Stout faculty 
was the representative of The Stout 
Institute at the meeting. 

After registration Tuesday noon, 
the Denver teachers arranged to take 
all the guests on a drive around the 
city with stops at the Lake Junior 
High building and arriving at the East 
Denver High School for tea, which 
«vas served by the advanced Home 
Economics class of that school. 

Need For Research Stressed 
, The business and general meetings 
were held in the morning; sectional 
meetings in the afternoon, and two 
open meetings on Tuesday and Wed- 
nesday evenings at which time the 
White House Conference and Home 
Planning were the topics discussed. 

Dean Justin opened one of the 
meetings with a paper on “Plans for 
Growth” in which she compared the 
advancement of work in Foods and 
Clothing. She stressed the need for 
research, especially in standardization 
of fabrics. The Fellowship fund this 
next year is to be used in this field. 

Timely Problems Discussed 

Other interesting reports and dis- 

cussions of the meeting were Mrs. 
Mary Schartz Rose’s “Old and New 
Emphasis in Nutrition Teaching” and 
“Minimum Essentials in Family Re- 
lationship Courses in Secondary 
-Schools”; The units in Homemaking 
$to be given to the boys in the Denver 
‘schools and the Long Beach, Cal. 
, Schools; and the results of the study 
at the University of New York and 
Pennsylvania State College upon the 
quality of the fabric in forty-two 
yeady-to-wear silk dresses ranging 
from $2.98 to $59.50 in price.

coming this year. That decision 
was apparently forced upon the fa- 
culty by a number of unfortunate in- 
cidents which came up in connection 
with homecoming last year. Inci- 
dentally, it was suggested that care- 
ful observations be made this year 
and a definite decision as to next 
year will be reached immediately af- 
ter the close of affairs at this home- 


coming. 
Membership in the Wisconsin 
Teachers Association was another 


matter discussed as well as member- 
ship and attendance upon the National 
Convention of the American Voca- 
tional Association, to be held in Mil- 
waukee in December. 

Following these rountine matters, 
President Nelson then very briefly 
reviewed what seemed to him to be 
definite accomplishments during the 
last seven years. President Nelson 
remarked that just seven years ago 
he came before this same body of 
teachers for the first time in his ad- 
ministrative capacity. He mentioned 
very briefly the improvements that 
have been made on grounds, the ex- 
teriors and interiors of building, the 
improvement and addition of equip- 
ment in both the Industrial Arts and 
the Home Economics Department. He 
referred to the increased appropria- 
tions which have been accorded by 
the Legislature in recent years and 
mentioned some of the things that 
these appropriations have made pos- 
sible. 

He referred at some length to the 
new rating accorded the Stout Insti- 
tute in the American Association of 
Teachers Colleges during this period 
and to the acceptance of this institu- 
tion into membership by the Amer- 
ican Council of Education. He placed 
special emphasis upon the big step 
that was taken when the two and 
three year courses were eliminated 
and the four year course made uni- 
versal. He compliménted the deans 
of the departments and’ the faculty 
upon the wonderfully satisfactory 
work ‘which has been done-in the re- 
‘organization of the school and in the 
curriculum changes. He indicated 
that. sometimes. he will undertake to 
put in permanent form-what he may 
call seven years of history and a 
seven year prophecy.

Many new and interesting findings. 
The Quebec Dietetic Association wel- 
comed the delegates to the thirteenth 
annual convention at a tea at the 
Women’s University club, where many 
were in attendance to meet old ac- 
quaintances and make new ones. 
Miss Cruise had the opportunity of 
seeing many of her previous students, 
who are now holding responsible po- 
sitions in hospitals and institutions 
throughout the country. 

The program of the convention in- 
cluded general, sectional and social 
meetings, trips about the city, and 
many outstanding exhibitions. Pre- 
sident, Anna E. Baller, Central Free 
Dispensory, in the Rush Medical Col- 
lese at Chicago, was in general 
charge. 

One of the outstanding speakers 
of the Convention, Dr. J. P. Gilchrist 
of Toronto, discussed ‘Insulin and the 
Clinician.’ Dr. Gilchrist, who was 
the first person ever to take insulin, 
is at present a research ‘worker 
among diabeties.

Dr. Fletcher 
stressed the value of introducing vi- 
tamin B in the diet in the form of 
yeast or wheat germ for the best 
treatment of arthritis, and the diet 
that either’ aggravates or alleviates 
the difficulty. The talk was well il- 
lustrated by the use of latern slides, 
During the same meeting, I. G. 
Drake, M. D. of Toronto, discussed 
the subject ‘Vitamin Therapy.’ 

‘Changes in Nursing Education’ 
was given by Anna W. Goodrich, 
Dean of the Yale School of Nursing, 
Yale University at New Haven. Miss 
Goodrich believes that there are many 
oponings where dieticians could co- 
operate with the nursing profession 
in the line of preventative diet ra- 
ther than curative. 


An outstanding address during the 
Educational Section meeting was one 
given by Martha Kochne, Ph. D. 
The subject chosen was ‘The advis- 
ability of having a recognized list of 
Home Economics Colleges by the 
American Dietetics Association.’ 

Another interesting feature of the 
convention was the exhibits displayed

Is democracy becoming endangered 
in America? Dr. Pike, professor in 
teacher training from the Minnesota 
University, and the inspector who 
passed upon the qualifications of Stout 
when it was admitted to the North 
Central Association, raised this vital 
question in assembly Thursday. 

He suggested that disregard of law 
and other alarming symptoms point 
in that direction. Among the pos- 
sible causes, the public schools were 
cited as having fallen down on the jok 
in failing to do their share in proper 
civic education. In view of the ra- 
dically changed social and economic 
conditions of American life, the 
“schoolmaster” is largely responsible 
for society. 

H. G. Wells was quoted as saying, 


“America probably represents the 
greatest experiment in democracy | 
the world has ever seen. But a dis- 


intergration is becoming manifested. 
Undoubtedly there is a contest be- 
tween the American Public School and 
this disintegration.” 

Dr. Pike said in part: “Method in 
teaching and handling of pupils is a 
vital part of the curricula. Environ-

Near- 
ly a hundred women were there wait- 
ing to bargain with the sisters for 
their babies. 

Boy. babies brought to the convent 
are placed in Chinese homes soon af- 
ter their arrival. At the age of se- 
ven they are sent to a boys’ school, 
where they are taught wood carving, 
printing, photography, sculpture or 
painting. They are taught to pray, 
read and write, sew and make lace 
and embroidery.

The lid is finally off and the Stout 
Blue Devils won their first game of 
the season from the Sodiers 26-7 at 
Fort Snelling, Minn., Saturday. From 
all points of view the game was “One 
for the books.” 

Playing only 42 minutes instead of 
the usual 60, Stout started at once to 
show their superiority. Coach Bur- 
bidge started the second team and it 
was only a matter of a few minutes 
before Nelson ran off tackle for the 
first six points.

The first half was played in the 
afternoon light and good football was 
possible.

Pres. Nelson Attends 
Pan American Inst. 


President Nelson attended the In- 
stitute on Pan American relations 
which was held at Mae Murray Col- 
lege, Jacksonville, Illinois, October 
10 to 138. Among the prominent 
speakers were: Professor Chester 
Lloyd Jones of the University of Wis- 
consin, who spoke on ‘American 
Activities in South America.” Mr. 
Joseph L. Jones, Foreign Editor, 
United Press, who spoke on, “A 
Creative Force in New World Demo- 
cracy,”’ and His Excellency, Senor 
Dr. Don Manuel C. Tellez, Ambassa- 
dor to the United States from Mexico, 
who spoke on, ‘“‘Mexico and Its Fu- 
ture.” 

Clarence Paul McClelland, president 
of the association, has appointed Pre- 
sident Nelson to collect data for the 
Horace Mann League of America. This 
data is to be used in formulating a 
curriculum for a college or depart- 
ment of some university given to the 
preparation of young inen for foreign 
sevice. In the preparation of that 
material Mr. Nelson got the impres- 
sion that the Institute on Pan Amer- 
ican Relations would be extremely 
helpful. 

Problems of Diplomacy Noted 

It was found to be extremely help- 
ful in that it opened up definitely 
the problems that confront the di- 
plomatie service in maintaining ami- 
cable relationships with all of the 
countries of the western hemisphere, 
and whatever problems arise in deal- 
ing with these countries are of ne- 
cessity not very different from those 
which may arise with other nations 
of the world. 

President Nelson intimated that 
probably the most effective and 
forceful contribution made at this con- 
vention was made by Dr. Chester 
Lloyd Jones, Head of the department 
of economics, at our own University 
of Wisconsin.

As another step toward developing 
the needs of the individual student 
of exceptional ability, the administra- 
tion of the University of Minnesota 
has instituted an experiment to be 
known as the “omnibus college” this 
year. 

Heretofore, students registering at 
college of the university, were obliged 
to fulfil the prescribed curriculum of 
that college, not being permitted to 
select electives in any other college. 
Some students found that their ob- 
jective demanded that they take 
courses in several different colleges, 
and that their college work was ser- 
iously hampered by this ruling. 

The “omnibus college” has been es- 
tablished with the purpose of giving 
more freedom to the exceptionally in- 
telligent student, who knows what he| 
wants, and has a definite objective 
in mind, according to Dr. John T. 
Tate, professor of physics, chairman 
of the committee of 22 campus edu- 
eators who are directing this college. :

continental railway—7000 miles long. 

He spent years alone among, the | 
different African tribes, and is able 
to speak eighteen of their languages, 
He was so interested in his work that 
he created the Fellow Royal Colonial 
Institute to aid his explorations. He 
was instrumental in Securing for 
Great Britain almost a million square 
miles of territory through diplomatic 
negotiations and without blootshed.

Project Published 


James W. Dockar, better known as 
“Scotty” about the canxpus, has pub- 
lished a very interesting project in 
the problems and project section of 
the November Industria] Arts and Vo- 
cational Education magazine. The 
project is that of a sundial which not 
only involves straight shop practice. 
but also a problem in advanced math- 
ematics. 

The dial was first carved out in 
wood and then cast in bronze: The 
complete dial is a very artistic and 
well executed piece of workmanship. 
The dial is illustrated in the maga- 
zine. Ag a supplement to the pro- 
ject, the article also illustrates a table 
of corrections which Mr. Dockar has 
worked out. EG ee probably inter- 
esting to know that the sundial js 


,correct with watch time only four 


days of each year.. These days are. 
April 15, June 15, Septemver 2, and 
December 24. Foy other days it is 
hecessary to add or subtract watch 
time to or from the recording of the 
dial in order to get correct time. 

Fine Work N ecessary 

Sundials are usually set horizontal- 
ly on a pedestal, and it is necessary 
that the dial be set absolutely on the 
horizontal to insure the correct falling 
of the sun’s Yays upon the face of the 
dial, Mr. Dockar ‘Suggests that a 
very appropriate inscription on the 
pedestal of the dial might be, “I 
count only sunny hours,” as a sundial 
is of no value when the sun, the dial’s 
mainspring, is not shining. 

In interviewing Mr. Dockar, it was 
found that the most important cal- 
culation to be made is that of laying 
out the gnomen which is the angular 
beam which casts the shadow upon the 
faee of the dial. To be correct the 
snomen must be constructed with an 
angle equal to the latitude in which 
the dial is to be set up.

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Dr. Gray Speaks In 
Areme Club Meeting 


Poetry of Wordsworth Discussed; 
Knowledge of Poet Gained 
In England 


The Areme Society, to-gether with 
their guests, faculty and students, 
enjoyed a social meeting of excep- 
tional interest, Thursday evening, No- 
vember G6. The first part of the even- 
ing’s entertainment consisted of a 
number of musical selections after 
which Dr. Gray gave a most interest- 
ing discussion. 

The program was as follows: 

Melvin Betterly at the saxophone, 
Jolin Barber at the piano rendered 
two selections. 

The Misses Virginia Thompson and 
Jean Good sang a cluet, accompanied 
by Miss Emma Newby at the piano. 

Mr. Heremeyer as Cairell’s success- 
or at the concertina rendered a med- 
ley of selections. 

Wordsworth—a discussion by Dr. 
Gray. 

The musical part of the program 
was enjoyed by the members of the 
Y. M. Cc. A. with the Areme growp 
in-as-much as the male musicians 
were in need of a piano and the 
Aremes were very pieased to have 
the added entertainment. 

Discusses Werdsworth 

After the ‘Y’ men had withdrawn 
up to their rooms, Dr. Gray gave an 
unusually interesting discussion of Ee 
English poet, Wordsworth. 

Gray told his audience of the iis 
interest and understanding of Words-. 
worth’s life he had acquired while in 
England. He had spent three days 
in a stone cabin in which Wordsworth 
had received inspiration and written 
a number of poems, and it made 


Wordsworth seem much more real and} 


tangible. Dr. Gray went on to say 
that the poet’s work was divided into 
two major periods; in the first, glory 
and beauty had been bis main themes 
while in the later period he had de- 


voted himself more to expressing the | 


idea that “man thru nature sees and 
underst:nds more clearly the truths 
of life,” after which he (Dr. Gray) 
showed the group a picture of the 
Nozthern Lake region and sought to 
interpert Wordsworth from the angle 
of his envoirment. 

Wature had infiuenced the poet from 
eerly childhood, as was shown by 
his attitude toward the lakes. Dr. 
Gray told the group of one time when 
Wordsworth had been so thrilled with 
the beautiful night that he had gone 
to the lake. He wanted so vesy much 
to go out on the lake that he had 
taken a neighbor’s boat and had gone 
far out on the water, but after a time 
his conscience had bothered him so 
that he brought the boat back to its 
moorings. The poet’s love of nature 
is expressed in his poem; Daflodilis’, 


with “I wandered lonely as a cloud’’.| | 
In another of his poems he says,‘““How | 


the echoes will bound from mountain 
to mountain’’, in explanation of which 
Dr. Gray said that he had gone to 
Kirkston pass and blown the old horn 
that hangs. there; much to his sur- 
prise and pleasure, he distin.ctly heard 
the thiee echoes Wordsworth had 
written about. Dr. Gray told of the 
glorious stinset at the Lake Winde- 
mere, describing the surrounding sky 
as being like several rainbows. 
Describes Famous Cottage 

In description cf Dove Cottage, Dr. 
Gray mentioned that the fioor was 
of stone flags; that there was a nat- 
ural spring in the backyard; that 
from the arbor above the spring one 
could obtain a full view of the Gras- 
miere Lake. It might be of interest 
to know that Dr. Gray finds that Men- 
omonie reminds him of the Lake 
District region.

Alumni Notes 


A newsy letter recently received 
from Winifred Cooper tells of some 
of the interesting work being carried 
on at the West Allis Vocational 
school. Miss Cooper will be remem- 
bered as a graduate of the 1930 class. 
At the present time she is working 
under Miss Reka Lembke, also a for- 
mer Stout graduate, who is supervi- 
sor of the Home Economics depart- 
ment in the West Allis Vocational 
school. In her letter to Miss Price, 
Miss Cooper writes: » 


“T’m all enthused and delighted with 
my work today and one should be af- 
ter receiving a second pay check. 

“T can still say that I am as pleased 
and happy over my position as I was 
I find the

become more satisfied that I am in 
the vocational teaching field rather 
than in the public school teaching. If 
anyone had told me that when I was 
taking. Part Time School I perhaps 
would have disagreed; however, when 
one gets down to real technique and 
real comparisons those little disagree- 
ments of a few years ago are found 
void. Now, if you were here, or if 
I were sitting in class and. made the 
above remark, you would most likely 
say, “Why?” or “Give your reason.” 

“Perhaps the first and most import- 
ant reason is this: I think the con- 
tacts made between the girls and the 
instructor are much more closely and 
keenly knit than those of the publie 
schools. In my practice teaching I 
had 48 girls. Twenty-two of these 
girls | met twice a week fur &0 min- 
utes and the other 24 I met once a 
week for three and a half hours. In 
my teaching here, I meet one hundred 
and fifty-five girls a week, ranging 
from 40 to 80 minutes, on the aver- 
age, apiece. 


I have had these girls for eight 
weeks and I can sincerely say that 
I really feel acquainted with at least 
a hundred of these girls so that I 
have their social life, home life, and 
character pretty well ‘doped out,’ 
while of my practice teaching group 
I doubt whether I really got to know 
any more than,a third of them, as I 
know these girls, in a semester’s time. 
Vocational school girls open up their 
hearts and needs to the instructor; 
most of them are eager to learn and 
have guidance on their many pro- 
blems. I say many problems because 
I believe that the public school aver- 
age pupil knows nothing about diffi- 
cult home problems and personal pro- 
blems in comparison to the problems 
of these girls. 

“Second, I think the majority of 
Vocational schools are much more 
systematically organized than public 
schools. For that reason, records 
are much more easily kept and a 
teacher isn’t going into a new job 
with a blind conception of the organi- 
zation of her records and work. 

Third, the school work and partic- 
ularly the Home Economies work is 
much more up to date. New meth- 
ods are stressed much more than they 
are ‘in any public school. 

Fourth, most vocational schools are 
far superior in equipment, both to 
newness and amounts of equipment. 

Fifth, in the majority of vocational 


schools, the teaching load is lighter, 
at least it seems that way in our 
school,

The many friends of Helen C.’ Smith 
regret to learn of her resignation as 
director of the Nursery School and 
of Parent Education at the Stout 
Institute. Her resignation will be 
effective at the end of this semester. 
Miss Smith has accepted a similar 
position as assistant professor in 
charge of the Nursery School at the 
Ohio State University, where she will 
have two trained assistants working 
with her. 

During her two years at Stout, 
Miss Smith has supervised many 
worth while phases of educational 
work with children and adults as well.

Laud Stout On Visit 


“East is east and west is west, and 
ne’er the twain shall meet,” but they 
did this week when Pennsylvania and 
Oregon paid informal calls to Stout 
Institute. . 

Dr. F. T. Struck, head of the De 
partment of Industrial Education of 
the Pennsylvania State College. and 
Professor George B. Cox, instructor 
in Industrial Education at the Oregon 
State College stopped off at Men- 
omonie on their way to attend the 
A. V. A. which is held in Milwaukee 
this week. Dr. Struck purposel; 
came many miles out of his way for 
the sole purpose of seeing first handed 
the institution that trains the teachers 
which his state holds in such hich 
regard. Professor Cox is more 
familiar with Stout having attended 
the summer session of 1916. He also 
served as professor of Industrial Ed- 
ucation in the Wisconsin University 
before he transferred to Oregon. 

Regarding Stout, Dr. Struck said 
in part, “Your school has a michty 
fine organization. The shops are or- 
derly and the projects extremely well 
justified; and above all, there is much 
evidence of progressive leadership. 
The proper approach to industrial 
education is occupational analysis, 
and Stout is a pioneer in that respect. 
The graduates of your school meet all 
requirements of certification in Penn- 
sylvania and they are domg a high 
grade of work. To my mind, we 
need more applied art and I 
agreeably unpressed with the extent 
to which Stout has carried this idea

He recommends as the best in fic- 
tion, “The Son Avenger” by Sigrid! 
Undset, a Norwegian writer, Nobel 
prize winner. This is Norwegian and 
very readable. “The Great Meadow” 
by Elizabeth Maddox Roberts is an 
American story of the 
region. “On Forsyth ‘Change” 
is rather on the 


Forsyth Saga.” It is about English 
“Quiet Street” by Michael 
Ossorgin is a story of recent Russia 
and should be read by all people. The 
above are the four best ones but the 
following are also good. “Petticoat 
Court” by Maud Hart Lovelace is a 
story of the women of the court of 
Napoleon. “I Am Jonathan Scrive- 


|ner” by Claude Houghton is a mys- 


tery story without murder; 
fascinating and readable. 

Among the 30 best non-fiction, are 
four particularly good ones. “Charles 
W. Eliot” by Henry James is a bio- 
graphy of the President Emeritus of 
Harvard and is one of the best of 
the old type biographies. Dr. Arnold 
says the many new biographies are 
deplorable and not worth reading. | 
The biographies he recommends are i 
absolute truth. “Byron” by Andre 
Maurois is a romantic novel and deals 
with the life of Byron. It is not very 
uplifting, but makes interesting read- 
ing. It IS life. “A Man and His 
Dog” by Thomas Mann, aiso a Nobel 
prize winner, is a man’s book accord- 
ing to Dr. Arnold.

supper. Since some students make it 
a lunch at noon and a dinner at night, 
the ratio still holds good. 

All staple and canned goods are 
bought in large quantities from the 
local and other wholesale houses. 
Bread, milk, meat, and butter are 
daily purchased in the local commun- 
ity. | 

Slightly over 60% of the total ex- 
pense is raw food cost. The remain- 
der is expended on labor, gas, water, 
lights, equipment, etc. The steam 
and electricity used are supplied by 
the school plant.

Only Three Seniors 
Make “‘A”’ Average 


Three students, all seniors, main- 
tained an “A“ average in their school 
work during the first semester, it was 
announced by Miss O’Brien, registrar. 
| this week. The three were: Frank 
Cassel, James Dockar, and Marietta 
DeCramer. Miss O’Brien said that 
this was an unusually high average. 
During the year 1929-30, only one 
student attained this level. 

The senior class as a whole had an 
average of 1.4; the juniors 1.4; soph- 
omores and freshmen each 1.3. Many 
queries have come to Miss O’Brien 
relative to the meaning of the deci- 
mal system as just quoted and she 
accordingly issues the following in- 
formation. A grade of “A” carries 
three grade points per semester hour. 
Hence a three hour course awards 
nine grade points. A “B” average 
awards two grade points, and a mark 
of “C”’ one grade point. Hence, for 
a student to maintain a two point 
average (or one of B), assuming he 
is carrying 16 hours of work, he must 
earn a minimum of 32 grade points. 

There were 21 students who re- 
ceived an average of 2.5 or above.

It was found that-they-proe- 
duce few, if-any, permanent bodily 
changes;—but-that-the-great. harm lies 
in the desire for them and the crimes 
committed in-an effort to obtain them.
